Marshal General Crowder notifying 
the registered men to hold themselves 
in readiness for appearance before 
the boards which will conduct exami 
nations and conskier exemptions. 

How or when the government will 
select the men to be examined U not 
detailed in the circular, but It is re- 
vealed that registration cards in each 
county or city Jurisdiction are to be 
numbered wMi red fade snd thst "u 
soon as the drawing is complete lists 
showing the order in which these red 
ink number.s are (iiawr> will be pub- 
lished in the press and will be posted 
at the office c f each local board. " It 
already has been announced that the 
selection will take place in Washing- 
ton, and the general presumption has 
been that some device similar to a 
jury wheel will be employed. 
SEVEN DAYS TO PILE CLAIMS. 

E.xempfions are to be dotiMniined 
by the local board, the circular shows, 
only foe the pravionaly announced 
specified cauaes, such as responsibili 
ty lor the support of relatives, and 
not f<ir au'ricuUural or industrial rea 
sgns. Seven days after designations 
are posted will be allowed for filing 
claims. Then titere will be an addi- 
tkinal allowance of fen days for filing 
proofs, and the txiard must decide 
within three daye after tbe proof is 
filed. 

When the case of any registrant has 
been disposed of , so far as tbe local 
board ia concerned, the names of 

those not exempted or discharged will 
be ()i)sted. Claims for exemption for 
agricultural or industrial work must 
be made within five days sftsr such 
posting snd must godireettothe high- 
er board sitting for the judicial dis- 
trict. Appeals from the rulings of lo- 
cal boards must be made to the higher 
board within ten days. 

The circular does not cover the 
summoning of the men for actual 
servke. poialing out that selection 
and aeceptanee does not mean an im- 
mediate summons. l'\ c ii the time of 
the drawing is not specitied, but issu- 
ance of the circular is lahM to mesn 
that ths work of selsctka aay be in 
progress in s fow days.

Russia's armies have captured Hal- 
icz and have broken the Au8tro-Oer« 
man line in the Halicz-Stanislau sec- 
tor, one of the moot important on the 
eastern front Tba Rnashm advance 
continues. 

The Austro-German forces alresdy 
have withdrawn beyond the Lonini- 
ca river, about ten miles west of Je/.u- 
pol, which was occupied Sunday by 
General Komitoff. The Rnasians 
hsve taken four more Yfflagee and in* 
creased their capture of prisoners 
more than one thousand. Seven more 
field guns and other war OMdartd aho 
fell into their hands. 

West of Stanislau, toward Kalusz 
and Dolina, the Russians penetrated 
the Teutonic lines to a depth of nearly 
and between StanUaii 

and Halicz they widened their wedge. 
In their retirement, evidently made 
hastily from the large amount of guns 
and miUtary stores captured by the 
Russians, the Austro-Oermsna fhikd 
to make a stand at the two rivai% tta 
Lukovitza and the Luvkin. 

The evacnatton of Halicz makes a 
retreat from the Brzezany-Zlochoflf- 
Brody line by the Austro Germans 
ahnost a necessity. 

Meanwhile the Russian artillery is 
hammering the enemy lines south of 
Brzeiany and north of the Pripert 
marshes near Dzinsk and Smorgon, 
the fighting activity has increased. 

On the western front along the Che- 
min Des Dames the French have re- 
pulsed more attacks by the troops of 
the German crown prince., The latest 
German efforts were not made in as 
great force as those of last week. Thg 
French also threw back a strong at- 
tack near Hurtebiae in Champagne. 

A vigorous artillery duel is in pro- 
gress between the Mrifish and Crer- 
mans In Fanoers. H:e British artil- 
lery fire has been intense atong the- 
front held by the Belgian Hny. In> 
Flanders the British have advanced 
theu- lines east of Costtaveme. 

The Germans cannot declare their 
terms of peace and "must fight and 
conquer, " Ur. von Bethman-Hflillweg, 
the imperial chancelk>r, Ik repertod to 
have told members of the Reichstag. 
Peace without annexation is not 
looked upon with faver by the Ger- 
man government, the chancellor ia 
reported to have SBM), adding: "lam 
sure we can win if we hold out." 

The tension of the pohtical situation 
in Berlin is still intense. The faape* 
periai chancellor, one report aaya, 
win relata his post, but a Oerman 
paper says he has promised the resig- 
tions of Foreign Minister Zimmer- 
man and Vice-chancellor HeUlirtoh 
Changes in the Prussian aMaal arb 
expected.

The land was transferred to them in 
fee simple, and used by them until a 
few years previously, when some land 
sharks took the question of ownership 
into the courts, with the result that 
the Santa Clara purchase dwindled in 
size fr'ini niri"ty ihou.sand acres to a 
narrow strip of leas than nine hundred 
acres along the Santa Clara rlTer, 
known as the Shoestring Grant. 

This particular affair came to the 
attention of Mr. T. B. Leupp when he 
was commissioner of Indian affairs, 
and he interested himself la the Blat- 
ter to the extent of glTtatf the ladtoaa 
about thirty thousand more acres as 
an "ezecutive order" Indian reserva- 
tion, in lieu of what they had lost 
through the manipulations In the 
courts. Subsequently an attempt was 
made to manipulate this new grant 
by bestontr.g it upon other trlbea, 
doubtless with no disinterested pur^ 
pose in Tiew. At the same time cat- 
tle were driren upon the Indians' 
lands and pastured thcro, wlt::eut any 
shade of legality. 

But the worst otU with whleh the 
Pueblo Indians had ta coatcad was 
the liquor traSo, though Its effects, 
belag more Inatdlous, were less ap- 
Varant. The crooked politicians at 
iaata Ft were la (lose alliance with 
tha UUelt dlspeaaatlM af whiaky 
amoog the red mea.

This was 
aeoompllshed chiefly through the In- 
dian deputies themselves, who went 
at It with (me Indian ardor, about in 
the same spirit as that with which 
they would have gone on a bear hunt. 
Thilr rhirf enemies were the Mexi- 
cans, who were Invariably opposed to

harder to overcome 

A company of luililicims In S.mla 
Fe had Incorporated a liquor selling 
ConceHi. whii h traded with the whites, 
according to law, and with the In- 
dians in defiance of It. It did a busi- 
ness amounting to t30,000 a year, r.nd 
was a political factor which gave It 
Immunity from prosecution. 

Tbe Indians gathered evidence to 
show that this company waa violating 
the law, and went with It before the 
grand Jury. The grand jury did lit- 
tle or nothing; tbe temerity of tbe 
Indians was a matter for rtdlcuK not 
for action. However, the Indian su- 
perintendent was president of this oi - 
ganitatlon, and the storm of protest 
whleh arose was so great that Assist 
ant Commissioner Abbott went down 
from Washington to Santa Fe to in- 
vestigate matters. The Kuin rintend- 
ent was forced to resign the presl- 
den'^y hut Mr Abbott rame to the 
conclusion that .lohnson had been 
over/.ealous in his work and ordered 
him to discharge two of his depu 
ties, who had been prime movers In 
the complainta, one of them being 
Miss Clara TrHk a stuaeh friend of 

the red man. 

At this time Commissioner Valen- 
tine, who was at the head of the de-

Siiys a w riter In "The Siirred .SiiininilH 
of the Siskiyou," "Pilot ro( k rises 
from the w ry verlehrne of the Imrrier 
to lift Its sheer walls 0(H) feet In the 
air. Pilot rock Is a chimney that 
burned out In a hotter flre tliiin was 
ever known by man. It was one of the 
flues through which thi' molten lava 
spouted to fiirni the ranee. So terrific 
was the outburst that It left the 
Strance, fantastically shaped chimney 
KtiiiKlinK there aniilnst the sky. It was 
to coiiie into use. in the ilue procession 
of events, as one of the (.-reat signal 
towers <]f the western wlhlerness, to- 
ward which, oD a hazeless day, the red 
hunters and warriors for a hundred 
miles around would turn a watchful i 
eye. Besides the ro<k was the meet- 
ing place of chiefs. They calleil It SIs- 
kl -villi, meaning the council ground. 
The result of their delllieratlon.s was 
(Dude known from this chimney top. 

"The Indians used a finger of black 
smoke by day and a tongue of red 
flame by night. When the chief of 
the Sbastas died, the word was flashed 
from the mountain that liore the tribal 
name, was repeated from Pilot rock, 
and presently the Indians of the Mc- 
Loughlin peak region, far to the north, 
were making mourning signs. 

"When gold was discovered around 
freka. In northern California, the set- 
tlers of the Ma7.amas country In ()r<>- 
gon wished to Join the rush, hut knew 
DO southward trail. It was then that a 
chieftain, whose dnughter had been 
brought hack to health, lid his white 
benefactors to a peak nnd pointed 
across so miles of .shimmering valley 
and hill to PUot rock. 'By the rU-ht 
side leads an eosy trail.' the wrinkled 
lender suld. His friends were Instant- 
ly on their way nnd they had pickeil up 
fortunes at Yroka before their neigh- 
bors of the Miizaiiuis could hr. ak rh- ir 
way through a tangled waste in which 
they could find no single sign of a 
road. 

"In the days of warfare with the 
native tribes the whites came to know 
4nd drend the almost IncreJible powers 
of Pilot rock. As often as a punitive 
ezitedition approached the barrier 
range, the whites were spied by sharp 
eyes, the warning was kindled ui«>n
